Famous Carriage Presented to German 
City by English Owners 

We so often see pictures of, Napo- 
leon on foot and on horseback that it 
is difficult to imagine him directing his 
armies from a carriage.

GET. TAXES IN EARLIER. 


A number of towns and villages throughout 
the proivnce are now reporting 1923 taxes coming 
in satisfaciorily. The reason given for this is that 
the first discount period which was set for March 
15th, had induced a number to pay up and thus 
save the ten or tweve percent. discount. As a re- 
sult of this several towns report that they have 
been able to finance their school and the town 
without borrowing. 


While this satisfactory condition exists in oth- 
er towns, Redcliff has not even its tar notices for 
this year out yet. Consequently there is no 
money coming in, the banks will not loan, and the: 
school is closed as a result. 

It would appear, therefore, judging from the! 
esperience of other towns, that it would be good 
business for our town council to see that the tax 
notices are out early in the year ana the discount 
period set for some time during March or the last 
day of March, If this had been done this year we 
have no doubt that there woula have been enough 
ratepayers in town who would have paid their 
taxes promptly, rather than have the school close 
down tor lack of funds to carry on,

Injury to Shade 
Trees in South 


Thesouthern part of the prairie pro- 
vinces suffered last summer from a 
rather severe outbreak of tent cater- 
pillars, poplar bluffs and shade trees 
being badiy defoliated in many places; 
it is probable that the same areas will 
be quite as severely affected during 
the coming summer, 


The insects causing the injury are the 
caterpillars of small brownish moths. 
The moths laid their eggs last sum- 
mer in ring-like masses about the 
twigs cl ge mp and other broad-leaf 
trees, and in some cases scores of 
these egg-masses may be found on # 
single tree. Early next season, short- 
ly afte rthe poplar buds open, the cat- 
erpillars will hatch from the eggs and 
feed upon the young foliage. When 
the attack is severe the defoliation 
may be complete, and although the 
trees may develop follage again later 
in the season ,they will be disfigured 
for a great part of the summer and 
very considerably weakened by the in- 
jury. 

The defoliation to shade trees 

shelter belts may be prevented by 
spraying the infested foliage as soon 
as the young caterpillars appear. 
Wherever the injury is to be expected 
this year ,preparations for spraying 
should be made in plenty of time, so 
that the treatment may be applied 
when it will do the most good. 
A suitable pump and a supply of ar- 
senate of lead should be available be- 
fore the middle. of May. A “bucket- 
pump” will serve for spraying a few 
small trees, and a “barrel-pump” with 
an extension rod can be used effective- 
ly on a considerable plantation; cities 
and towns should employ power spray-, 
ers.

PLUMS FOR THE PRAIRIES. 


The lack of trees in a prairie land- 
scape directs the newcomer’s thoughts 
toward orchard possibilities. It is 
quite feasible to have at least a home 
fruit garden growing fruit trees. 

At the commencement it is best to 
use “sure-thing” material. The hard- 
est useful tree is the plum. There 
are plums which are hardier than any 
known commercial variety of crab 
apple. Piums grow in thickets along 
the English river in Northern On- 
tario ,and native plums are found in 
Party 4 in the Riding Mountains. 

ome types of these wild plums are 
pieasing fruit to eat from the hand, 
and most varieties make tasty jellies, 
preserves and pies. 

When a fruit is found thriving in 
the filds it can fairly be expected that 
its range may be successfully extend- 
ed northward, so long as it is grown 
in a well tilled and sheltered garden. 
Under such conditions its struggle for 
existence is eased and heavier crops 
will be borne. 

At the Morden Experimental Sta- 
tion and at. some nurseries in the pro- 
vince, a number, even of southern 
plums of good quality, are grown. 
Among these are the Omaha, Emerald, 
Stella, Kaga and Waneta, At one 


nursery a number of Varieties thrive. 


A number of conmercial sorts are 
listed, such as Mammoth, Cheney, As- 
siniboine, Aitkin, Compass, Sapa, Op- 
ata and Sansota. There are other 
varieties which are hardy, but have 

roved of no great) value, such as 

randon and, Major. A large number 
of improved native plum seedlings are 
bearing at the Rosthern Experiment- 
al Station, 

The planting of plums may well be 
widely encouraged. Choose the hardy 
varieties in the same garden, as most 
plums require cross-pollination before 
a good set of fruit will be 
Natural prairie loam, unfertilized, is 
favorable, if well tilled and well drain- 
ed, To delay the season of blooming

until danger of frost is past in the 
spring, it is best to choose a norther- 
ly slope, or to have a shelter of trees 
on the south side, 

A shelter belt extending all 
four sides is desirable>, If one 
must be open let it be the east. Plum 
trees tend to-bear heavily and to be 
broken down when the loadea brancnes 
are tossed by the wind. The. sand- 
cherry hybrids, Sapa, Opata, ete., are 
best grown as bushes. But protection 
from direct winds is to be desired for 
all types of plums, Such varieties as 
Champa and Wafeta are apt to split, 
even when the shelter is fairly good. 

A general planting of pits of hardy 
plums will hasten the improvement of 
prairie horticulture,

“Stop The Little Leaks — 


— 
A few weeks ago the organized farmers of the three Prairle Provinces 
held, in succession, thel¢ great annua) conventions. At each of these gather- 
ings the subject uppermost in the minds of all was “Wheat Marketing”—the 
development of some system whereby the growers of Western wheat could 
be assured of a larger return for their product. 

At the present time the Legislatures of these same three Provinces are 
in session, and one of the outstanding questions calling for discussion and legis- 
Jative action is likewise ihe same, the marketing of wheat. The Dominion 
Pariiament is also in session, and there, too, the all-absorbing topic of wheat 
marketing is up for discussion and probable action, 

Nobody in the West will for one moment question the vital importance 
of this subject, not alone to the farmers of the West, but to the Canadian 
‘people at large, for it is now generally recognized that much of the prosperity 
of Canada depends upon the prosperity of the Western farmer. Every Fall 
the eyes of the whole Dominion turn westward, and in the banker’s board 
room, the manufacturer's office, the railway executive's office, in store, shop 
and factory, the question is Asked: “What of the Western wheat crop?” 

All is not well with Canadian agriculture. This is-a fact impressed upon 
the attention of the Dominion. Economic conditions are not good, either at 
home or abroad, although, fortunately, they are gradually improving. But 
the fact cannot be ignored that the grower of wheat in Western Canada js 
not prosperous; is not in receipt of a reasonable profit on his investment and 
labor; in all too many instances is in receipt of no profit at’all, but is, and 
has been, actually operating at a loss. 

It is, therefore, of the utmost importance, primarily to the farmer, but 
also directly to every “man, Woman and child in the Dominion, that an {m- 
provement in agricultural conditions and economics be brought about without 
further delay. That. the costs of marketing are too high, that present 
methods of marketing are unscientific, that too great a toll is levied on the 
grain in getting it to the consuming markets of the world, are facts generally 
admitted; hence the almost universal demand for the introduction of some 
new system of control and direction in grain marketing. 

That something in this direction needs to be evolved goes without saying, 

* but at the same time is there not danger in too great a focusing of attention 
on the attempt to find one remedy for a great leak, and an ignoring of other 
and smaller léaks but which, in the aggregate, may mean quite as serious a 
loss? 4 

For instance, official records haye established the fact that during the 
last shipping season thousands upon thousands of tons of weed seeds were 
hauled by the railways from the prairies to the lake port terminals. Last 
season's wheat graded uniformly high, but it was also remarkable for the 
quantity of weed seeds contained in shipments. It not only cost money to 
clean all this grain, but the farniers of the West paid thousands of dollars in 
freight charges on this enormous quantity of weed seeds. Surely this is a 
leak in profits which could, and should, be stopped, 

It costs just as much to plow and harrow and drill an acre of land sown 
with inferior seed.as 1t does to perform the same operations preliminary to 
sowing the best seed obtainable. There is a difference in the price of the 
seed itself, and that is all. Later on it costs just the same to cut the gtand- 
ing crop on that acre irrespective of the fagt whether it is all grain or partly 
grain and partly weeds. 5 
. » The cost of preparing an acre of Jand, and sowing It to crop, that ylelds 
twenty-five or thirty bushels of wheat is but little more than the cost of slip- 
shod farming methods and poor seed which results in only ten or fifteen 
bushels. A binder will just as easily and economically cut a standing field 
of grain with large and well filled heads as it will one of small heads and 
Shrivelled kernels. But what a difference there Is inthe financial returns 
to the farmer from the larger yield per acre! 

Degpite high costs of production last season, excessive marketing costs, 
and unsatisfactory marketing methods, some farmers made money last year, 
while others lost money, The ones who made money were those who had the 
heavy yields per acre. Weather conditions are, of course, always a factor 
‘because no matter how painstaking a farmer may be, or how good and clean 
the seed sown, there must be a sufficiency of moisture to ensure a crop. But 
things being equal the good farmer, sowing clean seed, will obtain results jn 
larger yields and, consequently, larger financial returns. 

While, therefore, working for better marketing conditions, the individual 
‘Western farmer will be wise in hisway and generation who farms well, sows 
only good, clean seed, and wages unremitting warfare on weeds. No matter 
how favorable the growing and ripening season may be, the maximum results 
cannot be obtained unless a right beginning Is made, and the foundation of a 
good crop is good seed, just as truly as the foundation of a good herd is to be 
found in making a start with pure-bred stock. ; 

Do not overlook the little leaks—which are not so little after all—while 
giving so much, and necessary, attention to the big features of the problem.
